In cloudy or 
lazy weather and in regions where 
he atmosphere is heavy with 
imoke of forest fires, so that vlsl- 
illlty at ground lookouts is greatly 
educed, planes take up Hie work 
I patrol. Airplanes are also called 
or patrol duty after heavy elec- 
rlcal storms, which often set a 
lumber of fires in widely separated 
uirts of the forest.
